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Carstairs 
man pleads 
guilty 
following 
police chase

A 19-year-old Carstairs man 
who lead police on a wild chase 
in a stolen cube van, ramming 
into a police car and driving 
south-bound in the northbound 
lane of Hwy. 2 has pleaded 
guilty to several charges. 

Daniel Joseph O'Hara plead 
guilty to theft over $5,000 and 
dangerous driving in Didsbury 
Provincial Court on Oct. 30. 

It’s one of the wildest chases 
to occur in recent memory on 
the major Hwy. 2 thoroughfare. 

Police from several detach¬ 
ments including Calgary Police 
services who dispatched the 
HAWCS helicopter, chased 
O’Hara starting in the early 
morning hours of Oct. 19. 

The driver of the van was 
swerving at oncoming traffic as 
he headed south in the north-

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bound lane all the way from the 
Crossfield reststop to Calgary, 
forcing numerous vehicles into 
the ditch to avoid collision. 

The driver drove into a resi¬ 
dential area in Calgary where 
he abandoned the vehicle and 
fled on foot. HAWCs kept the 
individual pinned down until 
members of the Canine Unit 
arrived. 

O’Hara was found a short 
distance from where his vehi¬ 
cle was abandoned. 

Police are asking all motor¬ 
ists forced off Hwy. 2 to con¬ 
tact Cpl. Shapka at the Airdrie 
RCMP detachment 948-3220. 

O'Hara will be back in Dids¬ 
bury Provincial court on Dec. 
16 as the matter has been put 
over to allow time for a psychi¬ 
atric assessment and a pre-sen¬ 
tence report to be completed.

Almost 100 Mountain View 
County ratepayers turned out 
to hear a presentation and give 
input on proposed renovations 
for the County Administration 
building. 

County Council is making 
an attempt to allow for more 
public input in the renovation 
process of the building than 
they did when they attempted 
to build a new building last 
year, said Councillor Dave 
Derksen to the large turnout. 

"This time we have made a 
commitment to communica¬ 
tion," Derksen told those in at¬ 
tendance. 

"That didn't happen the first 
time around." 

Council passed a motion last 
year for a new building, but 
rate-payers started a petition 


and a plebiscite was held on the 
issue. The building was defeated 
when tax-payers went to the 
polls. 

Linus Murphy, an architect 
with Cohos Evamy Partners, 
who gave a similar presentation 
to the one he gave Council a 
month ago at their regular 
Council meeting, explained the 
renovation options available 
and explained costs which are 
as high a $3.9 million for the 
most elaborate plan. 

Murphy said that repairing 
the building without renova¬ 
tions would cost $800,000 to $ 1 
million. He said the heating sys¬ 
tem, electrical system and roof 
were part of the necessary 
work. 

Some ratepayers heckled 
Murphy on and off during the 
presentation. 

When pointing out a picture 


of some wood panel in the cur¬ 
rent building and stating the 
material was suited more for a 
basement, one ratepayer 
shouted out, "a can of paint will 
fix that". 

Immediately following the 
County's presentation, Henry 
Kuelker - an organizer of the 
petition that led to the defeat 
of the new building last year - 
gave a presentation on plans he 
felt were better suited. 

His $1.2 million building was 
10,800 feet, about half the size 
the new County building would 
be after renovation. 

He also showed how the 
County could remodel their ex¬ 
isting building by putting the 
Council Chamber in the base¬ 
ment and remodelling the 
Chamber space upstairs into 
new offices. 

At previous meetings 


Kuelker has said the proposed 
building size is more space than 
is needed. 

During the question and an¬ 
swer period many ratepayers 
questioned if now is the right 
time to be spending taxpayers 
money. 

With two drought years in a 
row, many farmers were forced 
to cull their herds earlier this 
year. 

One group stood up to say 
the County was getting so ex¬ 
pensive they are planning on 
filling out forms to see if they 
can join with another adjacent 
County. 

'We understand there is some 
stress out there," said Council¬ 
lor and Building Committee 
Chair Dave Derksen. "But you 
can't have cows without a coral 
or they get out."

"Heather is extremely de¬ 
serving of this award," said Phil 
Corning, Principal, Westglen 
School; ' Her enthusiasm is con¬ 
tagious. She loves her students 
and music, and because of that, 
the kids love what they're do¬ 
ing. I'm very proud of Heather." 

Keith Mann was the ABA's 
Director of Bands, and was the 
founding Chair of the Red Deer 
College School of Music. Dur¬ 
ing his career, Mann served as 
a guest conductor, lecturer, cli¬ 
nician and adjudicator 
throughout Canada, the United 
States, Australia and Europe. 
In 1974, Mann was the first 
person selected as the "Band 
Director of the Year" by the 
ABA. Mann was Pdst President 
of the Canadian Band Associa¬ 
tion, and helped to establish the 
National Youth Band of 
Canada. Also, Mann founded 
the Canadian Band Journal 
and served as its editor for 24 
years.

awarded the American Band 
Masters Association's "Edwin 
Franko Goldman Memorial Ci¬ 
tation", and the Midwest Clin¬ 
ic's "International Award", both 
of which recognize outstanding 
contributions to music.

West Nile Virus is prima¬ 
rily an infection of birds and 
culicine mosquitos but can 
also include horses and hu¬ 
mans as incidental hosts. The 
cycle of the disease for mos¬ 
quitoes and birds usually oc¬ 
curs in late spring and late 
summer for humans. 

Health Authority 5 officials 
have stated the risk of receiv¬ 
ing West Nile in Alberta re¬ 
main low but have warned 
people to take precautions 
like wearing long sleeve 
shirts and using repellent 
when travelling. 


Suspect case not 
linked to virus 


Laboratory test have ruled 
out West Nile Virus as being 
the cause of a suspect case of 
viral meningitis, Health Au¬ 
thority 5 officials stated last 
week. 

Shortly after a confirmed 
case of West Nile virus was 
diagnosed in a Didsbury-area 
man after he returned from 
travelling through the United 
States, a second suspected 
case occurred. But last Tues¬ 
day the health region an¬ 
nounced that tests turned out 
to be negative. 

"A number of tests are 
needed to confirm the cause 
of viral meningitis and we 
prefer to gather adequate evi¬ 
dence before speaking pub¬ 
licly in order to minimize un¬ 
necessary concern," said Dr. 
Margaret Russell, Medical 
Officer of Health for Health 
Authority 5. "With patience, 
we can provide them with 
timely and accurate informa¬ 
tion, without causing people 
to worry needlessly." 

The first case of West Nile 
Virus in Alberta occurred in 
the Didsbury area and was a 
patient of local doctor Marc 
Puts. The man was travelling 
through Louisiana and Texas 
and it is expected he con¬ 
tracted the virus while on his 
trip. 

The man was treated for 
meningitis and discharged 
from the Foothills Hospital. 
Tests conclude the man got 
meningitis from the West Nile 
Virus. 

Symptoms of West Nile are 
usually mild and include 
headaches, fever, body aches 
and sometimes includes skin 
rashes and swollen lymph

Russell said with the win¬ 
ter months upon us the risk 
is further reduced. 

The recent events however 
have prompted the health au¬ 
thority to look further into 
the issue. 

"Over the winter months 
we'll be working with Alberta 
Health and Wellness to en¬ 
sure that the appropriate re¬ 
porting procedures are in 
place next summer as we 
track the migration of this 
virus and keep people in¬ 
formed," said Russell.

Town will look at solutions for student crossing areas

Corning deemed the situation 
was becoming to dangerous 
after the Alberta Motor Asso¬ 
ciation changed the way traf¬ 
fic was being stopped. 

Initially patrollers would 
walk into the middle of the 
street to warn motorists that 
students were crossing. 

The AMA changed the 
policy on May 1 and instead 
of walking into the middle of 
the street school patrollers 
were to display their signs 
from the sidewalks. 

Corning wrote a letter to 
students' parents stating the 
patrol had been disbanded 
stating that the school patrol¬ 
lers had encountered a dan¬ 
gerous incident each and 
every day the new rules were 


across the street with little 
regard to what is happening 
around them. 

Suggestions were also laid 
out for Council in Nussbaum's 
letter. In addition to curb- 
outs, suggestions to install 
crossing lights at the 
crosswalk between Ross Ford 
and Didsbury High School or 
to block the street off entirely 
from Ross Ford to Didsbury 
High using removable barri¬ 
ers were also made. 

Councillors also learned 
that the patrol in Carstairs is 
a combination of students and 
adults. Adults are paid by the 
Town to monitor one of the 
cross-walks. The issue will be 
discussed at the Nov. 12 Op¬ 
erational Services meeting. 


implemented. 

Community Constable 
Greg Hnatiuk addressed 
Council in a delegation dur¬ 
ing the October 23 regular 
Council meeting. He said dis¬ 
cussions with the AMA had 
taken place and they made 
recommendations ranging 
from making the street in 
front of the school one-way to 
narrowing the streets at the 
intersections with curb-outs.

Residents were sceptical about 
how the County arrived at the numbers they did for renova¬ 
tions stating they were too high. And comparing those costs 
to other ones that are being made available - perhaps they 
should be looked at them again. 

In the presentation to County residents, it was stated that 
a tour of the building in Sturgeon County was made. The build¬ 
ing was similar in size to what Mountain View County is look¬ 
ing at in their renovations. The Sturgeon County building 
was put up for $3.3 million. To renovate the building in Moun¬ 
tain View could be as high as $3.9 million. 

The Sturgeon County numbers do not include permit fees 
or furniture. But still the numbers are too comparable. The 
argument for renovating should be that by using the existing 
structure, costs would be less. But they are not. 

Kurt Ostermann, vice-president of Permasteel Construction 
Ltd., who builds administration buildings for a living, said 
that the new building costs were way out of line as well. He 
said a building the size the County wants to build should be in 
the price range of $2.5 million to $2.8 million. New building 
costs given at the meeting were in the range of $4.5 to $5.5 
million. He plans to address Council about his costs. 

Few answers have been given on the administration build¬ 
ing as the County is waiting for input from residents. But 
since plans are not concrete it is difficult for residents to give 
input. When the County gets further along in its planning 
process they should go back to their rate-payers for approval - 
especially considering the history of this building debate.

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Planning for the future with the 
Alberta Heritage Savings Fund

If it hasn't already arrives in your mailbox, 
you should soon receive a survey on the future 
of the Alberta Heritage Savings Trust Fund. For 
the first time in several years, the Government 
of Alberta is taking a look at how the Fund can 
best serve Albertans. 

If you lived in Alberta in the mid 1970s, you 
might recall that those were booming times. Oil 
and gas were flowing like there was no tomor¬ 
row. At the time, however. Albertans knew the 
natural resource revenue wouldn't last forever, 
and that there might not be a "tomorrow" un¬ 
less government started to save for the future, 

Ant that's what government did. The Alberta 
Heritage Savings Trust Fund was soon worth 
well over $12 billion dollars. Since then, more 
than $25 billion in earnings has been invested 
in capital projects, sustaining and enhancing pri¬ 
ority programs, and paying down the debt. 

In the mid 1990s, Albertans told government 
to concentrate on balancing the budget and pay¬ 
ing down the debt. We listened and now the defi¬ 
cit is gone, and the debt is well on its way to 
being a thing of the past. At that time, Albertans 
also told us to keep the Heritage Fund and to 
make a longer-term decision about the Fund 
when the province's financial picture was more 
certain. 

Today, the Heritage Fund is invested, as an 
endowment fund, to maximize long-term finan¬ 
cial returns. It holds investments in stocks, 
bonds, real estate, and other financial instru¬ 
ments. All of the income from these assets is 
used as revenue to support provincial programs 
and to help pay down the debt. Once the debt is 
paid off, the Heritage Fund will grow with infla¬ 
tion. 

Over its' 26-year history, more than $3.4 bil¬ 
lion from the Fund has been invested in capital 
projects, including the Alberta Heritage Foun¬ 


dation for Medical Research, the Kananaskis 
Country recreation development, the Tom Baker 
Centre and Special Services facility, and many 
more. These are projects Albertans take a great 
deal of pride in. We are asking your opinion on 
using a portion of the Fund to once again pay 
for capital projects, replenishing the Fund when 
resource revenues are higher than expected and 
the debt is paid off. 

Earlier this year, delegates at Alberta’s Fu¬ 
ture Summit told us that managing the 
sustainability of our revenues is important, as 
is paying down the debt. The Alberta Financial 
Management Commission agreed and recom¬ 
mended that a portion of the Heritage Fund be 
used to establish a sustainability reserve. Gov¬ 
ernment decided to establish a separate 
sustainability fund. A fixed amount of resource 
revenue would be budgeted each year and the 
sustainability fund drawn down if resource rev¬ 
enues dropped below this level. 

We want your opinion on using a portion of 
the Heritage Fund to create a separate 
sustainability fund, replenishing the Heritage 
Fund when resource revenues are higher than 
expected and the debt is paid off. 

The survey is called “Looking Forward - Plan¬ 
ning for the future with the Alberta Heritage 
Savings Trust Fund”. I encourage you to go on 
the Internet at www.albertaheritagefund.com to 
complete the survey. My colleagues and I hope 
to hear form you.

The US has asked repeat¬ 
edly that Canada join them in 
securing our continent. The 
government’s refusal to par¬ 
ticipate has left the Ameri¬ 
cans with no choice but to 
reduce Canada’s status as 
ally. 

The Canadian government 
must take the responsibility 
of not only protecting its citi¬ 
zens but participating with 
our neighbour for mutual 
security. The outright ban of 
all terrorist groups in this 
country would be a good 
start.

Prisoners shouldn V receive more 


government funds than pentioners 


To The Editor: 

The other day I heard a ra¬ 
dio report which quoted the 
cost of keeping a single pris¬ 
oner in a Saskatchewan Cor¬ 
rectional Centre as $126 per 
day - a total of $45,990 per 
year. 

The cost of maintaining a 
person in a Federal Peniten¬ 
tiary is rather more, at $189 per 
day, or $68,985 per year. 

Presumably these are the 
total costs of guarding, hous¬ 
ing, feeding and clothing the 
inmates, as well as providing 
for their dental care, eye 
glasses, education and recrea¬ 
tion. 

The interesting thing about 
these statistics is that, as a high 
school teacher, my annual sal¬ 
ary over the years would have 
kept one inmate in a provin¬ 
cial correctional centre, but 
that I never earned enough to 
provide a similar place in a fed¬ 
eral penitentiary. 

After a lifetime of earning 
my living and making what 1 
hope has been a positive con¬ 
tribution to society, I am now 
retired and rapidly reaching the 
magic age when that same so¬ 
ciety will reward me for my ef¬ 
forts. This reward, which we 
call the old age pension, will 
enrich me by the princely sum 
of approximately $14 per day - 
and I will continue to be re- 
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sponsible for providing my 
own lodging, food, clothing, 
dental and eye care, and any 
educational or recreational ac¬ 
tivities I wish to pursue. 

In the meantime, the Cana¬ 
dian Supreme Court has de¬ 
creed that those in federal peni¬ 
tentiaries must be allowed to 
vote in federal elections, 


thereby having their say in 
how the government should use 
the tax dollars of working peo¬ 
ple. 

It seems to me that some¬ 
thing is seriously wrong with 
this scenario.

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Residents threaten to 
seperate from County

Wayne Keiver announced at the County Open 
House held in Didsbury, Oct. 30, that he and ap¬ 
proximately 25 other land owners in Divisions four 
and five of Mountain View County have begun pa¬ 
perwork to separate everything west of the Little 
Red Deer River from Mountain View County to join 
Clearwater County. 

“We contacted Municipal Affairs to get informa¬ 
tion on how to begin the process,” said Keiver, who 
ranches near the Sundre area in division five. 
“We just can't afford this county anymore,” he said 
at the meeting. 

“We are different in the west Country. Let us go 
to Clearwater.” 

Keiver said he was informed by Municipal Af¬ 
fairs that to separate from this county, they would 
need a petition with the support of 10 per cent of all 
eligible voters in the area before they can take the 
issue to Clearwater Council. If Clearwater agrees 
to support this process, the group would need a 
further two-thirds more support of eligible voters 
and present that petition to Clearwater County. 
Clearwater would present the petition to the prov¬ 
ince and the issue is voted on at the legislative level. 
If it is voted down the group would have one more 
opportunity to bring the matter before the Lieuten¬ 
ant Governor of Alberta, Lois Hole. She would have 
the power to direct any further action. 

“Right now we are at the level of coffee talk but 
every time a new building is mentioned and we are 
still getting bad service from this county services 
despite our high taxes, we get more support on the 
issue,” said Keiver. 

Keiver’s beef with Mountain View County is that 
the land, which is similar to land nearby in the 
M.D. Clearwater, is unfairly taxed at a high rate. 

Mountain View County Commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude said agricultural land is assessed at ag¬ 
ricultural rating provided by the province and any 
other land is assessed at fair market value. He said 
land in the west part of Mountain View County is 
worth more in that area and is assessed accord¬ 
ingly. Clearwater assessments on agricultural land 
would be no different. 

Johnsrude would not comment on legislation per¬ 
taining to the change of governing counties because 
he has never dealt with an issue like that. 

“I think the county should do what they have to 
do. sell the old building and use the money to build 
a new one, but until every road is built and in great 
shape, they shouldn’t spend one cent on that build¬ 
ing. Division five has the worst area roads in all of 
Alberta. In the last 20 years there has been many 
people maimed or killed on these roads. When they 
get this all cleared up, then go ahead build a build¬ 
ing.”

What have governments been doing in the last ten years? 


In 1992 at the Rio de Ja¬ 
neiro Earth Summit Canada 
reaffirmed a pledge made in 
1990 to reduce its greenhouse 
gas emissions to 1990 levels 
by the year 2000. This be¬ 
came an important part of the 
Liberal election platform in 
both 1993 and 1997. In 1998 
Canada signed the Kyoto Pro¬ 
tocol agreeing to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions by 
6^ below 1990 level by 2012, 
subject to ratification by par¬ 
liament. And nothing much 
happened for several years. 

Suddenly, part way 
through 2002, the Prime Min¬ 
ister announced his govern¬ 
ment would ratify Kyoto be¬ 
fore year-end. It was like 
throwing a fox through the 
door into a henhouse full of 
sleeping chickens. Alberta's 
government, potentially heav¬ 
ily involved in any GHG emis¬ 
sions reductions because of 
the oil and gas production, 
awoke with a start and min¬ 
isters flew in all directions! El 
Jefe (the Premier) appeared 
on TV claiming Kyoto could 
ruin Canada and certainly 
would bankrupt Alberta - but 
could not produce facts to

tive, or at least less negative, 
course acceptable to all to 
begin to reduce GHG emis¬ 
sions. As hard data concern¬ 
ing amounts and behavior of 
GHG emissions became avail¬ 
able (1998 - 2012) further ad¬ 
justments and fine-tuning 
would occur. Now our provin¬ 
cial government is in a panic 
proclaiming far and wide that 
if our ship turns to the Kyoto 
course, it will fall off the edge 
of the world. 

Realistically what can be 
done at a reasonable cost or 
actually at a profit? 

At the moment the Alberta 


with a high and steadily in¬ 
creasing demand. As long as 
there is a market, producers 
will produce, besides, oil and 
gas plants, pipelines and in¬ 
frastructure are not easy to 
move. And it must be remem¬ 
bered that other nations will 
come increasingly under the 
Kyoto influence. Several in¬ 
dustrialized nations who rati¬ 
fied the Accord in past years 
have found their own indus¬ 
tries through new technolo¬ 
gies and advanced production 
practices are operating 
smoothly and in some cases 
more profitably. Besides we 
all know it's the consumer 
who ultimately pays. 

The second largest pro¬ 
ducer of GHG is transporta¬ 
tion and these emissions are 
forecast to increase over 1990 
levels by 2010 to the extent 
of 26 r /<. Here we can progress 
at minimum cost. Passenger 
cars, SUVs and light trucks 
account for 55 r /< of transpor¬ 
tation emissions. Using the 
1981 Motor Vehicle Fuel Con¬ 
sumption Act the federal gov¬ 
ernment should implement 
mandatory fuel efficiency rat¬ 
ings by model year 2005 of 5L/

A senior member 
of the Calgary Police Service, 
speaking on the CFCN 
evening news recently, said 
that a 5 - 10 km/hr reduction 


in City speed limits could pro¬ 
duce a 30 - 50 r /( reduction in 
injury accidents. Lowering 
speed limits is something we 
can do now at minimum cost, 
which will produce substan¬ 
tial financial rewards for we 
consumers.

For one Didsbury man Nov. 11 will be a 
reflection of an infamous Canadian date in history 
that occurred (50 years ago this year. 

Ted Topping, who served as a loader/operator 
with the 14th Calgary Regiment, was a part of the 
Dieppe Raid, codenamed Operation .Jubilee, - one 
of the worst disasters of the second world war. 

The raid began on Aug. 19. 1942. The objective 
was to briefly invade the German-occupied port of 
Dieppe, France, destroy predetermined targets 
and return to England as quick as possible. It was 
hoped that this would cause the German Army 
such concern that it would strengthen its English 
Channel defences at the expense of other areas of 
operation. 

"Before Dieppe, we had some training for the 
landing said Topping. "We didn't really know 
when it was going to happen. They didn't set a 
date because they wanted to x-eview the situation 
and they wanted the right kind of weather." 

Topping said the allied forces got the tanks all 
loaded up and it was light when the forces arrived 
at Dieppe. 

The tanks were divided into three squadrons. 
Squadron A. which Topping was a part of was 
supposed to stay in reserve while Squadron B and 
C went on the offensive. 

When the allied forces arrived the Germans 
were already waiting for them. 

"We thought it was going to be a surprise but 
the surprise was that they already knew we were 


coming. 

Nine hundred and seven Canadians lost their 
lives that day and another 1,946 were captured 
and forced to spend the remainder of the war as 
prisoners. 

The troops involved totalled 6,100 people. Five 
thousand of those were Canadian. The attack was 
supported by eight allied destroyers and 74 air 
squadrons. 

The landing of the tanks of the Calgary 
Regiment fell victim to a late arrival leaving the 
infantry without support during the critical 
moments of the attack. The tanks came on shore 
and met an inferno of fire. Some were able to 
negotiate the sea wall and continued to fight and 
support the infantry, however, the tank crews 
were taken as prisoners or died in battle. 

Topping said that just one man from his 
regiment made it hack that day. 

During the battle Toppings squadron 
participated by shooting at German Aircraft. 

After Dieppe, Topping's squadron was split up 
and Topping went to Italy. In November of that 
year his tank was shot and Topping received 
shrapnel wounds to his knee and thigh. He spent 
about four-months recovering. 

Topping married an English woman named 
Joyce after the war - who is now deceased. 

Topping said after V-Day King George V gave 
the regiment his royal assent and it has been 
known as King's Own Calgary Regiment ever

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QUESTION: Are children really that calculating about 
their misbehavior? If so. I’ve not understood them at all. 

DR. DOBSON: Some are, some aren’t. We're talking 
here about the child who is driven to be his own boss — to 
take orders from no one. That kid can be very deliberate 
about his purposes. I had a friend when I was a child who 
best typified this calculating spirit. Earl was like a mili¬ 
tary general who had deciphered the enemy code, permit¬ 
ting him to outmaneuver his opponents at every turn. He 
seemed to know every move his parents were going to 
make. I once spent the night with him, and after we were 
tucked into our own twin beds, he gave me an astounding 
description of his father’s temper. Earl said, “When my 
dad gets very angry, he uses some really bad words that 
will amaze you.” 

He gave me three or four startling examples of things 
his dad would say. I replied, “I don’t believe it!” Mr. Walker 
was a very tall, reserved man who seemed to have it all 
together. 

I just couldn’t conceive of his saying the words Earl 
had quoted. “Want me to prove it to you?” said Earl mis¬ 
chievously. “All we have to do is keep on laughing and 
talking instead of going to sleep. My dad will come and 
tell us to be quiet over and over, and he’ll get madder and 
madder every time he has to settle us down. Then you'll 
hear his cuss words. Just wait and see.” I was a bit dubi¬ 
ous about this plan, but I did want to see the dignified Mr. 
Walker at his profane best. So Earl and I kept his poor 
father running back and forth like a yo-yo for over an 
hour. 

And as predicted, he became more intense and angry 
each time he returned to our bedroom. I was getting very 
nervous and would have called off the project, but Earl 
had been through it all before. He kept telling me, “It won’t 
be long now.” 

Finally, about midnight, it happened. Mr. Walker ran 
out of patience. He came thundering down the hall toward 
our room, shaking the entire house as his feet pounded 
the floor. 

He burst through the bedroom door and leaped on Earl’s 
bed, flailing at the boy who was safely buried beneath three 
or four layers of blankets. Then from his lips came a 
stream of words that had seldom reached my tender ears. 
I was shocked, but Earl was delighted. Even while his fa¬ 
ther was whacking the covers with his hand and scream¬ 
ing his profanity. Earl shouted to me from beneath the 
blankets, “Did ya hear ‘em? Huh? Didn’t I tell ya? I told 
ya he would say it!” 

It's a wonder that Mr. Walker didn’t kill his son that 
night! I lay awake in the dark thinking about what had 
happened and made up my mind never to let a child ma¬ 
nipulate me like that when I grew up. Don’t you see how 
important disciplinary techniques are to a boy’s respect 
for parents? 

When a 45-pound bundle of trouble can deliberately re¬ 
duce his powerful father to a trembling, snarling mass of 
frustrations, then something changes in their relationship. 
Something precious is lost. The child develops an attitude 
of contempt that is certain to erupt during the stormy ado¬ 
lescent years to come. I sincerely wish every adult under¬ 
stood that simple characteristic of human nature. 

QUESTION: I understand your emphasis on a child 
being taught to respect the authority of his or her parents 
but doesn’t that coin have two sides? Don’t parents have 
an equal responsibility to show respect for their children? 

DR. DOBSON: They certainly do! The self-concept of 
a child is extremely fragile, and it must be handled with 
great care. 

A youngster should live in complete safety at home, never 
being belittled or embarrassed deliberately, never punished 
in front of friends, never ridiculed in a way that is hurt¬ 
ful. His strong feelings and requests, even if foolish, should 
be considered and responded to politely. 

He should feel that his parents “really do care about 
me.” My point is that respect is the critical ingredient in 
all human relationships, and just as parents should insist 
on receiving it from their children, they are obligated to 
model it in return.
